TIME AND TIME AGAIN $3.75 


Not a major Hilton- but pleasant recapturing of a half century which par- 
allels,in mood and tempo, the lives of many of his audience. Though the central fig- 
ure, Charles Anderson, is a minor British diplomat, he has many similarities to such 
Marquand heroes as H.M. Pulham, Esquire, but'he- for this reader anyhow- lacks the 
bones and sinews and emerges as a type rather than a rounded human being. His story 
is told in counterpoint to that of his seventeen-year old son, and culminates in a 
variation on a pattern which the father had thought would repeat his own ill-starred 
romance at the same age. (And characteristically enough, he was planning to apply 
the same medicine his own father had used with him!) The story starts as Charles sav- 
ors in advance a long-planned celebration of Gerald's birthday, in Paris. His memory 
turns back to the girl, chance met, end loved, whom he had dared carry off from Cam- 
bridge for an idyllic week-end, only to have the dream shattered by adults who thought 
Charles' career in diplomacy imperilled. The incident left its scar, despite a happy 
subsequent marriage. And his memory traces the “time and time again” stencil of a life 
in which history, too, repeated itself. The career of an Englishman, class conscious 
in a way that has passed, that provides complete recall for the readers. A book that 
can readily be recommended, but that leaves no lasting mark. Literary Guild selection 
for September insures wide publicity- and the Hilton name means sales.

This is a difficult book to bring into focus in a brief report. It is a 
compelling book, woven of issues that confront humanity on many fronts,- religious, 
social, human. That at times the author digresses into searchings for the inner truths, 
rationalizing, weighing the pros and cons of situations and compulsions, that at times 
he brings to his stage dramatic- even melodramatic- incidents that have little bearing 
on the central theme, somehow does not mar the development of the story. The setting 
is a Colorado city, where the Spanish-American problem of integration is almost in- 
soluble, where Tom Logan, detective, meets one disillusionment after another in trying 
to reach through to the people in his precinct. His brother, Paul, in law school, 
finds himself emotionally involved with a brilliant, spoiled, selfish girl - and, lov- 
ing what he sees behind her brittle front, he lets himself be tricked into a marriage 
headed for disaster. The thread of human relations reaches out to include Vicky 


Leighton, a Puritan whose heart has been untouched until the Logans broke the casings - 


and her grandmother Elizabeth, a matriarch without a kingdom. Catholicism, in its 
quality of groping towards giving its sons and daughters spiritual roots, is a recurrent 
spark. Analysis of the plot would make it seem sheer melodrama, with more than its 

mead of violence and lust, knifings and rape, culminating in Paul's wife's vicious (and 
almost unpunished) reactions to thwartings of her will. A fine line is drawn between 
codes and ideals and the stark realism of circumstances. But as one reads, one is 
carried along with the reasoning of the people of the story. A bigger book- and not as 
easy reading perhaps- than his memorable left Hand of God.

The emphasis is on freedom versus new orders, the dead level 
quality of equality, the easily destroyed web of intricate dependency, the loss of 
excellence when there is no privilege, the diminution of energy when there is no 
conflict, the necessity for fire and imagination to fight reason. These concepts are 
shown by progressive wasps who destroy a red admiral butterfly; a feline civilization

Meantime, 
as tensions mount with their passions, the pattern of life going on makes very real the 
doubts and jealousies of the staid Treadway butler as he knows his wife, Mamie, is plying 
her trade behind his back; as their youngest, J.C., finds pilfering a new sensation; as 
Link's friends at The Last Chance try to save him from his fate; as Abbie Crunch, Link's 
foster mother, and her friend, Frances, discuss the impact of one human on another. It 
is a teeming canvas- vividly drawn- with mounting drama in the desperate situation Camilo 
has brought upon herself, in the involvement of Link, who knows the issues- but is unaware 
of the facts.

A well researched, interestingly written and scholarly study gives a fully 
rounded picture of Shakespeare as he lived and worked in and around the London and 
Stratford of the early seventeenth century. In a subject by subject rather than a 
chronological treatment, Mr. Reese starts with an account of Shakespeare's youth. Mov- 
ing then to his predecessors there is apt and illuminating discussion of miracle and 
morality plays, classical influences in the sixteenth century, the university wits such 
as Lyly and Marlowe. Coverage of the Elizabethan stage itself takes in the technical-

The author of Fight Against Years, so widely read of late, writes here as a 
reporter “trying to bring to the public a deeper understanding of the art of healing 
the psychic wounds that keep many from happiness", as she says in her opening acknow- 
ledgment. She talks of the "troubled", who live in defiance of life, and whose fear 
leads them to use hatred as a constant defence. The kind of love which the troubled 
need comes from sympathy and skill: she discusses the roles of psychiatrists, psycho- 
analysts, lay analysts, social workers, and points out the possibility of charlatans 

and incompetent people in the field. There is some exploration of psychosomatic and 
psychotic illnesses; she presents a case for analysis if possible rather than shock and 
other physical measures in psychosis. She tells of organizations working on mental 
health and of ways to get information about practioners. A sincere and serious

This general probing of the field, following her personal story of her own 
analysis and with a title keyed to a recognized demand, may draw some of the audience

Though the au- 
thor singles out many unsung heroes, he treats also the bewildered slave who fought 
for the Confederacy either out of personal loyalty or ignorance of the issues. He 
tells of the formation in Massachusetts of the first Negro regiment, and of the young 
white colonel who was virtually ostracized because he chose to lead it. Reference 
to contemporary source material gives a lively immediacy to the text. Besides cover- 
ing the activities of the uniformed Negro in the Civil War, the author tells of Negro 
exploits in sabotage, - hi-jacking Confederate boats, scouting, spying, as well as 
nursing the wounded.

RUSSIA: WHAT NEXT? $3.00 


A justified “rush job" by a distinguished analyst of Soviet affairs (of whose 
book Stalin: A Political Biography we made special mention in 1949,p. 377) that makes 
encouraging predictions about the new Malenkov regime. To clinch his predictions, Mr. 
Deutscher gives a tight, theoretical account of Russia and Stalinism since the 1917 Re- 
volution. A product of the trend from a proletarian democracy towards autocracy, Stalin 
led an era whose content was a mixture of Marxist socialism, modern technology and the 
upsurging primitive magic of Russian barbarism. He was a necessary nationalist tyrant 
who left a legacy of frustrating paradoxes, rasulting from the country's build up, that 
the Russians must now transcend. In transit, with the moral climate of a harnessing 
coercion, inevitable inequalities and the lack of consumer industries- isolationism 
and the primitive illogic began to lose ground. The Chinese revolution bears witness. 
And now Malenkov in even more of a departure, characterized by new Korean truce propo- 
sals, amnesty for Russian prisoners, etc., may lead the way towards reform. Consider- 
ing these three prospects- reversion to Stalinism, a military dictatorship and demo- 
cratic regeneration, Deutscher thinks the latter, embodying a mutual policy of contain- 
ment initiated by Ambassador Kennan, may develop and lead to an enduring peace. An 
encouraging, optimistic, convincing book, this will make news as the second post-Stalin 
study (see Martin Ebon's ‘falenkov: Stalin’s Successor) less pessimistic than the first.

Guide books designed to replace the old type Baedekers; compact in form,
